This  is  so,  ovon  if  tho 
declaration  of  war  is  ipso  f  icto  a  violation  of  Intornitioml 
Law,  as  whon  a  bolligoront  declares  war  upon  a  neutral  Stato  for 
refusing  pissago  to  its  troops,  or  when  a  Stato  3008  to  war 
in  patont  violation  of  its  obligations  under  tho  Covonmt  of 
tho  Loaguo  or  of  tho  Goncrsl  Treaty  for  tho  Renunciation  of  War. 
To  say  that,  because  such  a  declaration  of  war  is  ipso  f  ,p.to  a 
violation  of  ’’it ormtional  Law,  it  is  ^inoperative  in  law  and 
without  any  Judicial  significance,"  is  erronoous.  Tho  rules  of 
International  Law  apply  to  war  from  whatever  causo  it  orlrlnatos. 
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
